bers told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day. The recent seasons of grand opera 
have demonstrated that residents of St. 
Louis will give generous support to 
music, they point out. 

St. Louis has been handicapped, ac- 
cording to members of the committee, in 
having no building suitable for the pro- 
duction of the best operas at moderate 
price s, The Coliseum is too large for a 
perfect presentation, and the Odeon is 
too small to allow of low-priced seats 
being sold. 

Plans and details of formally accepting 
the Busch offer and for a campaign to 
complete the fund will be discussed by 
members of the committee at a meeting 
to be held within a day. or two. The 
members say they believe the balance of 
the fund, $450,000, can be raised within the 
limit of six months set by the Busch 
offer. 

Home From Grand Opera. 

An opera house for grand opera is 
one of the things St. Louis needs most, 
in the opinion of John L. Mauran, chair- 
man of the Executive Board of the 
Grand Opera Committee. He said that 
a meeting of the committee will prob- 
ably beheld to discuss plans and out- 
line a movement to raise the balance 
of the fund suggested by Adolphus 
Busch in bis offer. 

“The Opera Committee will start the 
ball rolling,’’ Mauran told a Post-Dis- 
pateh reporter. ‘‘I am for the plan, and 
believe the Busch offer at this time will 
result in getting a substantial building 
for opera in St. Louis. We need it 
badly. It will be laudable for the Post- 
Dispatch to push the movement along.” 

The $450,000 to complete the balance 
of the fund established by ‘the Busch 
donation of $50,000 can be raised in St. 
Louis in six months if it can be raised 
at all, according to’ George W. Sim- 
mons, a member of the Opera Executive 
Board. He said that the offer comes at 
an opportune time, and that raising 
the balance required will be compara- 
tively easy. 

“We have been working toward this 
end for some time,’* Simmons said. “We 
demonstrated that St. Louis resi- 
dents want the best class of grand 
opera. We have no suitable building in 
this city where opera can be given at 
prices low enough to give all musi? 
lovers a chance to hear their favorites. 
The time is now ripe to secure subscrip- 
tions for a permanent building equipped 
with plenty of seats which can be sold 
at reasonable prices and guard against 
loss by the committee in charge.”’ 

Nugent for Plan. 

Dan CC. Nugent is enthusiastic over 
the plan to erect an opera house along 
the lines suggested in the Busch dona- 
tion. He said the plan is entirely feasi- 
ble and that the funds can easily be 
raised if it is planned along the right 
lines. His idea is to construct a build- 
ing on a substantial scale, although not 
extravagant, which will contain enough 
low-priced to enable all music 
lovers to attend their favorite operas. 

“IT would suggest that twenty-five or 
thirty wealthy men in St. Louis sub- 
scribe $10,000 or $15,000 each, and that 
they be given stock in the venture,”’ Nu- 
gent said. ‘‘These subscribers should 
then each be given a box for their at- 
tendance at all entertainments in the 
theater for life. These private boxes 
might be arranged in a sort of horse- 
shoe curve similar to the horseshoe 
curve in the Metropolitan Opera’ House 
in New York. 

“The balance of the necessary 
could then be raised by smaller subscrip- 
tions and stock could be issued to the 
subscribers. In my -opinion this is the 
only feasible plan for raising such a 
fund. Such an opera heuso could have 
a large seating capacity and could give 
good seats to music lovers at prices 
within their reach,” 

One of the greatest needs in a musie 
way, Dwight L. Davis believes, is an 
opera house where everyone can get 
seats at reasonable prices to hear the 
operatic Da\yis ex pressed his ap- 
proval of the erectton cf a permanent 
structure for opera, provided it is built 
to afford plenty of seats at moderate 
prices. He said he would be opposed to 
such a building if it was built on too 
small a scale, Which would make high 
prices necessary. 

Fills Great Need. 

“A building that will put the best 
operas within the reach of everybody 
financially will meet the approval of all 
public spirited citizens and will fill a 
great need,’’ he said. ‘It is a good move- 
ment to push along.” 

Lyman T. Hay told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that he favors a per- 
manent opera building having at least 
two roomy galleries in which good seats 
can be sold at low prices. He said that 
St. Louis is handicapped, from an artis- 
tic standpoint, in not having an appro- 
priate building in which the best operas 
can be produced at reasonable prices. 
“The city ought to have such an opera 
house, it should be located down- 
town, where everybody could reach it 
conveniently by street cars,’ he sald. 
“T favor erecting the building on the 
vacant block owned by the city opposite 
the Public Library. That is a central 
point easily reached. The balance of 
the fund of $500,000 can easily be raised 
in six months. 

A home for grand opera is one of the 
really important things St. Louis needs 
according to Charles A. Stix. It would 
add to the musical education and also 
the pleasure of residents of the city, In 
his opinion. 

“The $50,000 Busch offer comes at the 
right time and gives a chance for pub- 
lic-spirited citizens to do something for 
the artistic good of the city,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘Nothing would be of greater 
genéral benefit than to bring grand op- 
era within reach of evervbody that en- 
joys good music.-Tt would be of lasting 
benefit to St. Louis and put us on an 
artistic level with other cities.’ 

A permanent theater for grand opera 
is the idea the Opera Committee has

“An opera house such as suggested by 
Mr. Busch in making his offer would 
tend to cultivate the movement for 
good music here,’’ he declared.

have had to be almost prohibitive. 
With a roomy opera house having plen- 
ty of seats at moderate prices grand 
Opera would be attended by many wh» 
cannot now afford to see the musical 
treats. In my opinion, the $500,000 fund 
could be completed within a few weeks 
if the movement is systematized on a 
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business basis.”’ 

Isaac H. Lionberger offered Tuesday to 
sell to the committee the block bounded 
by Seventeenth and Eightheenth streets, 
Pine and Chestnut streets, where the old 
city hospital was formerly located, for 
$400,000 as the site of the proposed opera 
nouse, and to contribute $25,000 of the 
purchase price to the project. He values 
the property at $500,000.

IS A DOLEFUL SURPRISE 
Big and Brilliant Odeon Audi- 
ence Attends Season’s Clos- 
ing Performance.

“CARMEN” in which the title role 


A star was the least impressive of 
the four more important figures 
in the cast of Bizet’s opera was the re- 
markable offering of the Metropolitan- 
t’hiladelphia-Chicago company at the 
Odeon on Monday evening. 

This pecullar presentation was seen 
and heard by a big and brilliant audi- 
ence which, in so far as the financial 
suecess of the enterprise is concerned, 
brought the engagement to an imprés- 
sive close. The impressiveness. how- 
was exclusively on the material, 


ever, 
not the artistic, side. 

Mary Garden, upon whom one or- 
dinarily may count for admirable dra- 
matic work, even if her voice prove 
deficient, was now lacking both in 


drama and in vocalization. For some 
strange reason, remembering how good 
an actress she is, she never for a mo- 
ment realized the Carmen Who properly 
belongs to the opera’s story. 

She was a Carmen new and deplorable, 
utterly unconvincing, so devoid of al! 
the fire and passion legitimately at- 
taching to the part that the vivid color 
so instantly stamped into the work from 


the moment of a real Carmen's first 
emergence upon the stage did not at 
any time come into evidence. The 
cigarette girl of Seville, as played by 
Jarden, died in the last act without 


having once revealed the flame of reck- 
less surrender to hot-blooded sensuality 
which alone accounts for her life’s trag- 
aa SESE? “OR GEN 

Compared with the Carmen of Emma 
Calve and of Maria Gay, the Carmen of 
Mary Garden, from the dramatic view- 
point, is so bleakly barren of tempera- 
ment and so coldly despoiled of its 
rightful significance as to leave a chill 
even in one’s recollection of its depict- 
ing. 

Unhappily, also, the Mary 
voice, never great of recent years, 
at its worst in the Bizet score. Re- 
peatedly, and at critical moments, the 
prima donna star of the night sang off 
key, and there was no time when she 
seemed fully capable of the _ richly 
vocal utterance of the Carmen music 
upon -which so vitally depends the en- 
tire satisfyingness of a Carmen por- 
trayal. P 

One’s disappointment was acute. Nec- 
essarily, also, the appeal of the per- 
formance as a whole was sorely dimin- 
ished, because, with.a derelict Carmen, 
the Bizet opera may not be saved by 
others, no matter how competent thev 
be in their respective endeavor and 
achievement.

The Don Jose sung and played by 
Charles Dalmores was not quite as sin- 
cere in its values as one had the right 
o expect. There were moments, espe- 
cially when the story began to reach its 
more intense phases and the score called 
for a congenial vocal expression of the 
Geeper emotions, when Dalmores rose 
to the occasion. At most times, how- 
ever, he seemed a bit chilled and de- 
pressed in mood, and, as-a result, his 
Don/Jose takes its place as the least 
satisfying role in which St. Louis oper- 
goers have ever heard him. 

The Zuniga of Henri Scott was worth- 
ily presented. The buffo roles of II 
Dancairo and El Remendado, intrusted 
respectively to Constantin Nicolay and 
Francesco Daddi, were portrayed with 
delightful humor, vocally and dramat- 
ically. The Morales of Desire Defree, 
the Frasquita of Marie Cavan, and the 
Mercedes of Giuséppi Glaconia were 
clever bits of work. Mlle. Rosina Galli, 
premiere danseuse, and the corps de bal- 
let very prettily presented the inciden- 
tal dances of the second act. 

Cleofonte Campanini conducted with 
his accustomed capable solicitude and 
the orchestral work was one of the even- 
ing’s greatest delights.

RESULTS VS. LAWSUITS. 

The Globe-Democrat’s charge that the Post- 
Dispatch is resorting to “subterfuge and indirec- 
tion” in quoting Chicago’s example, because the 
work of abolishing grade crossings there was 
“completed three years ago, at the cost of the 
railroads,” is based upon ignorance s0 crass that 
it is amusing. 

In 1902 a Chicago ordinance was passed requir- 
ing the Bélt Railway, the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern and the Chicugo, Milwaukee & St. Paul to 
elevate the plane of certain of their tracks and 
changing street grades. Paragraph 5, section 8, 
of that ordinance relieved the railroads of con- 
sequential damages to property and assumed for 
the city the burdén of defending damage suits, 
except those arising from negligence. 

So far from the work being completed in Chi- 
cago it is now going on at great expense and 
much remains to be undertaken. The Lake Shore 
and the Pennsylvania have work for the separa- 
tion of grades under way. Recent ordinances 
have been passed requiring the Chicago & West- 
ern Indiana, the Belt Railway, P., C., C. & St. L. 
and the Wabash to do additional work and ex- 
tending the time limit for its completion until 
1914. 

The report of the Chicago Commissioner of 
Track Elevation for 1911 shows that 840 miles of 
track, or 140 miles of roadbed, have been provid- 
ed for and are either completed or under way. 
The amount expended to Dec. 1, 1911, is estimated 
at $66,256,000. 

Track elevation ordinances have been passed, 
but work has not begun on 215 miles of track, 
or 34 miles of roadbed. The roadbed not yet 
provided for by ordihances amounts to 192 miles, 
or 1265 miles of track. Only two of the prin- 
cipal railroads entering Chicago have abolished

LATEST MILL-TAX DECISION. 

Judge Fisher's cecision is the mill-tax case is 
of great importance as upholding the ¢ity’s tax- 
ing power and also as adding force to a striking 
object lesson on court abuses. Th- ordinance re- 
quiring the traction company to pay into tue city 
treasury one mill for every passenger carried, or 
$1 for each 1000 passengers, ~:.s passed in March, 
1903. At the end of nearly nine years a contest 
against the payments has only reached the stage 
at which a State Circuit Court holds that the tax 
is not to be evaded. After the familiar ‘corporate 
practice of alleging that a Federal question was 
involved, the contest has in the meantime been 
twice prosecuted to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for the purpose of securing delay 
After the tax-dodging company had exhausted 
technical Federal remedies, the fight was resumed 
in the State courts, but Judge Fisher's decision 
by no means marks the end of the monstrous de- 
lay. Resort still may be had to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court on appeal.

_ Plaas.for St. Louis’ mall and other civic im- 
provements may continue hopefully to be made. 
By 1915, at the letest, the city will have nearly 
in overdue traction iaxes and interest, 
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placing the cost of consequential damages on the 
city. The city aids the railroads by condemning 
property for track elevation, as in the case of 
street openings, when the railroads have difficulty 
in obtaining it on reasonable terms. 

The way to enforce grade separation ordinances, 
with sweeping provisions as to cost and condi- 
tions, in St. Louis is not by any means clear. St. 
Louis attempted to abolish the Poplar street 
track as a nuisance, and the effort failed. The 
use of the street was granted temporarily in 1870. 
But. the railroad stood on its rights under its 
charter granted in 1849 and 1851, and after a 
five-year contest won in the State Supreme Court, 
under a decision declaring that neither the State 
Constitution nor subsequent acts of the Legisla- 
ture could take away the charter rights of the 
railroad to occupy the street. 

City Counselor Bates, while in office, advised 
the Municipal Assembly that there was no spe- 
cific provision in the Charter authorizing the 
city to abolish grade crossings. He expressed the 
opinion that “all rights, including those of rail- 
road companies, are held and enjoyed subject to 
the police power of the State,” and the city had 
the authority to require the railroads to cross the 
streets “in such manner as may be necessary to 
insure a reasonable and safe condition of the 
streets for travel.” 

Successive city counselors have advised the 
Municipal Assembly that the police power holds 
only in what is practicable and reasonable, and 
the courts are the arbiters of reasonableness. 
Last month Judge Fisher decided the electrifica- 
tion ordinance to be invalid because it was a 
capricious use of the police power. The police 
power is not clearly defined in court decisions. 
Each application of it rests on its merits. Each 
case is determined according to the circumstances 
governing it. 

The only act of the State Legislature bearing 
on this subject was passed in the session of last 
year. It conferred upon cities of the first class 
authority to require railroads to build subways 
or viaducts across streets where ‘necessary for 
the safety and protection of the public.” The act 
specified that procedure for “determining and pay- 
ing damages, if any, which may be caused to any 
property by reason of the construction of the sub- 
way or viaduct is to be the same as provided for 
the purpose of determining damages to property 
owners by reason of the grading of a street.” 

In short, the consequential damages are to be 
paid by all the property benefited within a pre- 
scribed limit. Although this act does not apply 
t> St. Louis, it shows the view taken by the State 
Legislature on the question of consequential dam- 
ages. 

Assuming that the city could, after long litiga- 
tion with each railroad over each crossing, com- 
pel the roads to separate grades, an amicable 
agreement might be highly advantageous, It 
would avoid delay—we want the grade crossings 
abolished now, not years hence. It might result 
in far more satisfactory work in accordance with 
city beautiful plans. Legal rights are not always 
the highest good.

AS BASE OF BEEF 
PRIGE REGULATION 


Government Pursues Inquiry Into 
It, Charging Plan Concealed 
Part of Profits. 








By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 6.—Every detail of the 
method used in figuring the test cost 
of dressed beef was explained by Wit- 
nesses at the packers’ trial here toddy. 
District Attorney James H. Wilkerson 
announced his intention of concluding 
the Government's inquiry into this phase 
Oo: the case before undertaking another 
line. 

The Government charges that 
test cost is the keynote of the business 
system which made it possible for 
the packers to maintain the illegal com- 
bination in restraint of trade, described 
in the indictment. 

The test cost was a fictitious figure 
obtained by making inadequate al- 
lowaneces for by-products, practically 
uniform among the big packers, and 
enabled them to conceal a large per- 
centage of the profits made on dressed 
beef, is one of the principle allegations 
made by the Governme it. 

Witnesses have testified that the 
packers used different namés to desig- 
nate the test cost, although the method 
used in arriving at the figure is prac- 
tically the same.
